London, i'Vli. 22.-1-1 a.m.)-Lord Uob- 
erts' list of -11) killed and wnunded offi- 
cers, iucliidin.iL' two jicihtu's, in tlie en- 
gagements nil to Sunday evening, causes 
anxiety, e.s])ecially as in the oflicerd* list 
iieillier the losses of the Welwli and ICs- 
sox regiments, nor those of the Mounlod 
Infantry iachnied. Tliis is alioul the 
nuiubcr that fell at ("oleuso wliere tho 
non-commissioned ofticerti and men 
brouglil the total loss to SUO. It is ecm- 
t^idered strange that, when sending his 
easualities Lord Itoberts gives no infor- 
mation as to tlio result of tlio liglitiiig. 
If lie ban sent such a report tlie war 
office is withholding it. 

Moreover, nothing is known as to what 
look place .Monday, Tuesday, and yester- 
day. This ab«ence, of details from Lord 
Koberts' despatch, . contrasted with his 
rather Jull narratives during the lirst 
part of bis operations, produces uueasi- 
nesci iiniong the military observerB. 
.\li of . the comment in the 
morning papers editorially und critioal is 
tlireadcd with the disturbing suggestion, 
that despite hard fighting Gen. Cronje 
has been able to boat off hi« pursuerH, 
lias escaped and is being reinforced by 
rail from Ladysmlth and by forces on 
foot and horseback from Northern Cape 
(.!olony as well aa the late besiegers of 
Kimberley. 

As the correspondents witli Lord IJob- 
erts are silent, the telegrams from Boor 
sources receive some countenance. The 
latter avers that Gen. Cronje, wliilo the 
British were ondoavoring to surround 
liiiii lietwecii I'aardoljerg and Koodoos- 
raud, rei:eived 'iiiforcements ihider Dewot 
and together llie Boer oommanderri 
fought the British to a s.tandstill. How- 
ever, tliifi may be, piibiic opinion liere 
will not be reassured until th(.' war office 
issues explicit statements of succes^ies, 
whicli, of course, would clear away the 
gathering dimbts respecting the uninter- 
rupted succer^s of Lord Roberts' forward 
movement. No one Joubts his ultimate 
success, but tliere is a fear of temporary 
disa|)pointmeiits and that a lot of hard 
tiglitiug is yet alicad Of the British. 

The latest report regarding General 
Bullcr circulated in the House of Com- 
mon!! last night was that an agent of 
the DeBeers Company had received a 
cablegram from Capetown whioli nuwt 
liave passed the censor to tlie effect tliat 
General Barton's Fusiliers brigade has 
leached tlie hills commanding I..ady- 
smith. Quite apart from this however, 
aud from every other rumor, the early 
relief ot the beleagured garrison Ik 
thought inevitable. 

A BOBR ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Berlin, Feb. 21.— The Tageblatt pul)- 
lishes a special despatch from Brussels 
which says that the Transvaal legation 
there aiuiounecs that nil the Boers nre 
evacuatiug Natal, their positions in that 
(olony being no longer tenable. Gen. 
Joubert has ordered the eoncentratioh of 
all the available forces to oppose Lord 
Koberts. The BleK(» of Ladysmlth will 
be raised, It Is expected Gen. Buller 
will enter the town at the end of the

London, Feb. 22.— Mr. Winston

Longhurat, 
ot the British medical corps, spent a 
night at'Hebkirk's fann, attending the 
wounded Austrolians. He says that the 
enemy were remarkably kind to the 
wounded, provided them willi mattressow 
and gave them all gtie fresh eggs they 
had. Tlie Bo<'r commander nnd Oapt. 
Longhurst .say tlioy had mutual friends 
in Loudon, and wore soon on ttie best 
of terms. Tlie Boors aud the British 
wounded fraternized. 

Noticing timt tho bandoliers ot the 
enemy were tilled with soft-nosed bullot.s 
one of our men saiu: " You ouglit not 
to bring Kuch things to fire at us." Tlie 
Boer roplietl: " AVe must use whatever 
we can get." This particular Boer con- 
tingoat was from the northern district 
of 'i'rnnsvaal, where the Boors are used 
to luintiiig big game along tlie Limpopo. 
The men liad obtained tlieir ammunition 
for that purpose. One Briton whose 
thigh had been shattered, replied to this 
explanation: " AVeli. I wish you bad 
been kind enough to shoot me lower 
down." . ■ : . 

After the retirement of the British 
forci>3, the BoerB held a: prayer meeting 
aud thanked -Heaven 'fori their successes. 
Then thi>y '.separated -Into '.small parties 
and moved to their "various outpost.s, 
cliiintiuR -hymns-JiH_they wont.

He belonged to the 21st 
Essex Fusiliers at llie time of enlist- 
ment in the lirst eontingent.v He w;is 
the only son of .losepli White, Chatham 
street, and Sol. White, ex-AI. I'., is an 
uncle. His father, mother and one sis- 
ter survive. 

Gordon White, son of Kobcrt White, 
is another Windsor hoy. with the coutin- 
genl, and it is possible the despatch 
refers to him. Both are well known in 
Jjuudou. 



BttUTALITY AT MAFBKING. 

Boers Continue to Make Victims of 
].)efenceless Women and 
Children. 

-London, Feb. 22.— The Daily - 
prints the following from Mafeking, 
dated Tuesday, Pcbrhary 20: • 

" The houses in the women's iaager 
arc riddled with bullets, notwithstanding 
the Boer promises. A woman who was 
standing with a suckling child was .shot 
through the breast while among four 
hundred women and children. An ex- 
plosive O-l-pounder shell burst in the 
laager, a piece lixing itself in the spinq 
of a nine-year-old boy. The explosive 
caused blood-poisoning, and he lingered 
several days in agony." 

Lorenzo Maniiies, Feb. 21.— An olBcial 
report received from Ool. Baden-Powell 
of the occurrences in Mafeking up to 
February o concludes as follows: 

" Gen. Shyman, in reply to a letter 
complaining of the deliberate shelling of 
the women's and children's laager, of- 
fered no excuse or apology, and by 
transparent falsehood admits he ordereil 
the shelling. I have told him that 1 
have now established temporary prem- 
ises for the prisoners in the women's 
laager and hospital in order to protect 
them from deliberate shelling."

Pretoria, Feb. 20.— Official reports 
have iH'en received as follows; 

"Comnuindant SteyU says on Saturday, 
ITih. and Sunday, ISth, near Koodoes- 
raad, he fought the British who tried to 
encompass Gen. Cron.je's laager and 
dro-.-e thorn off. They fought unld late 
Sunday evening. The Itoers hail one 
man killed and one wounded, and cap- 
tured booty and 21 horses ami mules. 

Gen. DeWitt says on Sunday after- 
noon he arrived between I'aanleber.ur and 
Kiiodoesrnud, in which direction there 
had been heavy tiring since morning. He 
stormed several kopjcri whicdi th<' Brit- 
ish vacated, leaving tlu'ir dead and 
woi:nileil and -Jd prisotiers in Ihe hands 
of the liners, who captured the Uopjes. 
The l?oer los> was two men killed and 
lour woundeil. The fight histed until 
late in the evening. 

London. Feb. 21.— A curious despatch 
from Pretoria, dated Tuesday, 'M\h, an- 
uounces that Comtniinder Ferreira was 
killed oil February li), adding that his 
doalli was believed to be the result of 
an accident. 

Cronje probablv has with him, besides 
the original force of 10,000, 8.IW0 in- 
vaders of Cape Colony, some of whom 
were of the command that fought Clem- 
ents at Colosberg, while others were at 
Storiuberg. According to authorities 
the Free Staters who are moving from 
Colenso and Ladysmilh will add 10,000 
more to Cronjc's ranks, if indeed they 
are able to .join hiin, 

WHAT THE BOEBS SAY. 

Admit Itolit From ICimberley With 
Loss of Guns, but Profess That 
Siege Is He-established. 

London, Feb. 22.— The Daily Mail has 
the following from Lorenzo Marques, 
dated Fidinuiry 21: 

" Boer newspapers dated February 10 
report that Dewot won a ' brilliant vic- 
tory ' over the British troops at Modder 
Itiver. 

" Gen. Dutoit reports being defeated 
by the British cavalry column wliich got 
into Kimberley. He retreated to River- 
ton, 10 miles north of Kimberley, with 
all his guns lost and seven men killed. 

"According to the same paper Gen. 
Cronje succeedejl in getting through a 
message to Eoffyfontein -with the news 
that he is holding nil his positions, and 
that the Boor cordon is around Kimber- 
ley again." 

London, Feb. 22.— The Times* has the 
following from Lorenzo Marques, dated 
February 21: 

".V(-eording to a Boer account Gen. 
Dewel claims to have captured, in an 
attack upon the rear guard of (rcu. 
French's column, ISO wagons of provi- 
sions and ammunition, 2,800 oxen and 
58 men." 

This report is doubtless another ver- 
sion of the Boer story regarding Dowel's 
capture of the Riet River convoy.

TI-IE BOERS' AVEAK POINT. • 

Their Clinging to Defensive Tactics Not 
Admired by Gefnian Critic. 

Berlin, Feb. 20.— The Militiaire AVoch- 
enblatt, iu the course of 'aa article by a 
high oUIcer of the general etaff, attempt- 
ing to disprove the view that the Boer 
successes have been due to their tactical 
defensive-slciU, says: "On the contrary 
the recent Boer successes prove the iu- 
ellieioncy of their defensive, tsinco an en- 
ergetic offensive would in like circum- 
stances have released the Boer corps 
guarding the defeated corps of Genend 
Bull'>r, Lord Metluieii and General 
AN'liile, for lielivering a cnishiiig blow to 
the British.

London, Feb. 21.— A despatch to the 
Standard from Slodder lliver, dtited 
Monday, February 19, and . describing 
the relief of Kimberley, says that the 
maker of the gun christened " Long 
Cecil " at the DeBecrs workshops was 
an American named George Labram, 
who was afterwards killed by a Boer 
shell which fell in his room at the Granil 
hotel.

This paper ileclareil that colored 
emissaries paid by Ihe I.'niled Slates had 
been working for yt'ars past lo nndcr- 
luine French inllileiice in M;irtini(|Ue. but 
the movement had taken an actue form 
siuci! tin- Aiiiericaii acquisition of I'orto 
Kico. Not oiil.v Jl.'irtiniip.ie but Guade- 
loupe also, it asserted, has been a liehl 
lor (secri't agitators. The object of this 
journal in this atlai'k was obviously an 
uniicrliaml drive at the government 
which it sought lo represent as iiiigleet- 
ing colonial interest tor the sake of de- 
voting attention to Ihe eamp;iign against 
the army and Ihe chiircli. That these 
assaults on America have iu not wise em- 
anated from the goviTiiuuMit, i.s shown 
by the fact that at the niinlc-try of tlie 
colonies nt which the correspondent of 
the .(Vssooiated Press called attention to 
this publicatlou, the statement was au- 
thorized that the government utterly rt>- 
piidiaed these allegations for which so 
tar it wAs aware there was absolutely no 
foundation. 

'I'he correspondent- of the Associated 
Press here also interviewed M. DuGiics- 
iiay, the deputy from Martinique, who 
luis been the leading adviser of the cham- 
ber in the debates on Martinique, and 
who is bitterly opposed to the present 
i.slaiid administration. Ho said: "i'ou 
can say for me that T am kept fully in- 
formed of events in JIartini(iue, that I 
have never heard of any such macliina- 
tions on the iKirt^tjf .American emissaries 
and I do not belii'vi' siieli reports. The 
only possible grounil for them was the 
recent visit made by an American cruis- 
er to the shores of .Marliiiiciue for the 
purpose of taking soundings, but we at- 
tach no political importance whatever to 
this." 

Tuns it will be seen that neither the 
goveriuneiit nor those most eonoerned in 
Ihi^ interests of the island comitenance 
in any way this unwarranted attack.

Military ExpSorer's Weird Tale 
of lilfccts of Exposure in 
Glacial Wilds. 



Vast Deposits of Ore Promise 
Success for Railroad in 
This Region. 



Capt. W. B, Abercn»nlble, 2ml L'ulied 
States Infantry, commaDdlog the Coi)i)er 
Ulvtr, Aliisku. exploring expedltlou during 
the season of 1809, bas made a report 
of Ills operatloas to the secretary of war. 
The «8paEt aosers a Tttrlcty «f the 
subjects. In whicb tbe inhabitants of the 
United States are deeply Interested. Oiu" 
of the important topics treated Is the worl; 
thus far performed in laying out the gient 
Trans-Alaakaa mllltury route from Port 
Valdez, Alaoka, to Port Egbert, on the Yu- 
kaa. 

Ciipt. Abercromble loft Washington, D.C., 
March 22, 1899, under Instructions from the 
war department; to op#ii a military roud 
from Valdez to Copper Center, Alaska. In 
the conrse of bis labors be was Instructed 
to select suitable locatlon.s at Valdc/., (.'up- 
per Center, the crossing of the Upper Cop- 
per, the crossing of the Taniina, the head 
of Forty-Mile creek and such other points 
lis In his Judgment might be deemed pro- 
per for military reservations, in addition 
to selecting available routes of travel and 
feasible routes for railroad construction, he 
was to ascertain the adaptability of the 
l ountry for agricultural and stock raising. 
Ho was also to take note of the mineral re- 
^■ources of tbe country passed over, as well 
as the resources In matters of timber, fuel 
and food products. Ue was expected also 
to report on the material best suited for 
animals, as well ns upon the location and 
condition of the natives of the territory 
exslored. 

.On the arrival of Capt. Abercromble, 
April m, IKffl, at Valdez, be met a motley 
looking crowd that had just arrived from a 
long Journey over tbe Valdez glacier from 
the Copper River valley. From Teports re- 
ceived he was led to believe that hundreds 
were dying of starvation and .scurvy In the 
region named. Subsequent Investigation 
demonstrated that these reports were not 
exaggerated. lie visited the various cab- 
ins, In "which upwards of a hundred of 
these destitute proBpectors were housed, 
and found them In a most pitiable condi- 
tion. They were crowded together hi de- 
tachments of from flfteen to twenty men, 
In log cabins, 12x15, In the centre of which 
was a etove. On the floor of the cabin at 
night they would spread their blankets and 
He down, packed like sardines in a box. 

There were no facilities for bathing. 
Most of the BUfferers were aflllctcd with 
scurvy, while not a few of them had frost- 
bitten hands, faces and feet. Their foot- 
wear in some Instances consisted of the 
tops of rnbbor boots, that had iieen cut 
off and manufactured Into shoes. Around 
Ihelr feet were wound strips of gunny 
sackfi, "Which •were used lii place of sucks. 
The stench from these cabins, Cajit. Aber- 
iTomhIe states, was liitolerahle. in talking 
with these pltlnble ol)Je<'tH, ('a|)t. Alier- 
cromble states that upwards of 70 )ier cent, 
of them were mentally deranged, ills at- 
tention was efipeclally directed In his In- 
vestigation to a big, raw-boned Swede, who 
described to him how a demon had slraii- 
gled his son on the glacier. The .Swede's 
narrative was to the ett'ect that he had jus; 
started from Twelve-Mile Plant (a small 
collection of huts Just across the const 
range of mountains at Valdez) with his son 
to go to tbe post In company with some 
other prospectors. When linlf way up the 
summit of the glacier the old man's son, 
who was ahead of him hauling a sled, while 
the father was pushing behind, called to 
him, saying that ii demon liad attacked 
him and had his arms aroiiml his neck. The 
father described to Capt. Ahi.Tcrunildi- how 
he ran to his son's assistance, but as his 
son was very strong, tbe latter soon drove 
the demon away. Then the father and son 
piissed on their way toward the summit of 
Valdez glacier. The weather was exlrcm(^- 
ly cold, and the wind blowing very hard. 
Travelling was very diflleult In passing 
over the ice between the huge crevasses 
through which it was necessary to pick 
their way to gain tbe suinniit. While In 
the thickest of these crevasses the ileiiiun 
suddenly appeared again. The old man ile- 
Kcrihed the demon as a small, heavy-hullt 
man and very active, lie sprang on the 
son's shoulders with a grasp - that could 
not be shaken off. The father ran to bis 
assistance, but the demon succeeded In 
Ktrnngllng the son to death. The old man 
then put the son's body on the sled, ac- 
cording to his story, and brought him down 
to the Twelve-Mile camp, where the other 
prospectors helped to bury him. 

Capt. Abercromble relates that during the 
recital of this tale tbe old man's eyes would 
blaze at times with a fierce light, and that 
he would go through all the ai.'tlons to il- 
lustrate Just how he fought olT this liiiag- 
iiiary demon. While the old man was re- 
lating his story Home ten or twelve other 
men In the cabin, who were listening, show- 
ed great excitement, and Capt. Abercroui- 
liie says that it would have been unsafe for 
any man to have dared lo dlsjuite the old 
man's story. This was a common form of 
mental derangement incident to those 
whom a fear of scurv.v had driven out over 
the glacier, where so many had perished 
by fri'czlng to death. 

Incident to tho construction of the Trans- 
Alaskan military road, from the canton- 
riient nt Port Valdez to Port Fghert, on 
thjs i'ukoii, Capt. Abercromble selected men 
who. had been formerly cinployed in rall- 
''road 'and trail construction through tin.' 
'•Big- Horn and Hocky mountains of t;olo- 
radojand "Wyoming. 

; Th'd trail crew left the cantonment a( 
■ Va liter, April 29, and proceeded , to the 
mouth of the Keystone canyon. Capt. Ab- 
ercromble describes the scenery of the can- 
yon as being most Impressive, comparing In 
grandeur and massive oiithmk with either 
the (ir.'ind Canvcn of the Colorado, or that 
of the Ycllowiiloue. There are throe beauti: 
ful waterfalls at the mouth, pf the canyon, 
, while far above tbcni on tbe mountain sum- 



mU are imall glaciers. One of thcKc falls 
has a plunge to the river below of 700 
feet. At tbe mouth of the canyon is ii 
monster glacier, with Its deep blue color- 
ing, the glacier being framed by the green 
foliage clinging to the canyon walls. Look- 
ing up the canyon on the right side is a 
perpendicular wall of rock over 1,'J(X) feet iu 
altitude. 

Capt. Abercromble reports that the har- 
bor at Port Valdez is what Is technically 
known as a submerged valley, the head of 

I which Is tilled in with glacial Jeposlt.s and 
terminal moraine. The harbor from Stau- 

j ton narrows to the mouth of I^owe river 

I is about ten miles long by three miles 
wide. Owing to the great depth of water 
and the proximity of tbe warm Japan cur- 
rent the harbor at Valdez, with tbe ex- 
ception of a mile and a half at its head, is 

] accessible at all seasons of the year to 

I ships of any size. 

Owing to tbe immense flow of water from 
the Valdez glacier, the only feasible point 

j of departure, which would embrace all tbe 
natural facilities for railroad terminals, 

I would be a narmw neck of land, from one- 
halt to three-quarters of a nill(^ broad, and 
extending up the Lowe river some live 
miles and south of a small stream, wlilcli 
Is an outlet of Kobe lake. Following up 
the I.owo Itlver valley, the line would na- 
turally keep to the north side over a prac- 

1 tieally nominal grade, passing through Key- 

j stoue canyon, with ordinary canyon work, 
and emerging on the flood 'plain of the In- 
ner canyon basin. The operator would 
from this point have the choice of two 
routes, one route following In an easterly 
direction over Marshall Pass at an eleva- 
tion of 1,700 feet and down tbe Tasnuua 
to the Copper Itlver valley; lUe other, turn- 
ing to the north, crossing the mountain 
range at Thompson Pass, with an altltudi' 
of 2,C00 feet, thence down the Telkhell 
Itlver valley, through the swampy pass at 
the head of the Knata, thence down tlie 
Tonaiiia into ibo Copper Ulvor v,-,l!cy. 

Capt. Abercromble believes that the fu- 
ture for a railroad through this section of 
-Maska Is very promising, owing lo the 
presence of large zones of heavily mineral- 
ized eop[)er deposits, the development of 
which will uiKiuestlonably yield f loi-al 
tonnage of great volume. He states that 
the proximity of tie and bridge timber, the 
absence of any great englneerlug features, 
would render railroad construction In this 
section a eompairatlyeiy easy problem for a 
mountain division. 

The total length of the road, which Capt. 
.\bercromble believes to be feasible for rail- 
road construction, for pack horses is nine- 
ty-three miles; tbe total length of the road 
to be excavated Is about tbirty-ilve miles; 
total length of road to be cleared and 
grubbed, sixty-seven miles, and cleared only 
twelve miles. Twenty-six bridges were con- 
structed, exclusive of small culverts, with 
a total length of S,">(! feet. The largest 
bridge Is 121 feet long. These bridges have 
forty spans, the longest span of -10 feet be- 
ing In tbe bridge over the China canyon. 
Two bridges have four spans each and 
three others have two spans each. Eigh- 
teen spans measure 25 Jeet or over. Nine 
log cribs were constructed, and 21,224 feet 
of logs were used In stringers and sills. 
These bridges have a width of 9 feet. 

The width of road In excavation varies 
from a r>-foot to a 10-foot roadbed, the 
narrowest part being In Keystone canyon. 
The width of clearing and grubbing varies 
from G feet to 3.") feet and averages about 
2,'i feet. Tbe narrowest part, viz., the O-foot 
width. Is in the advance twelve miles and 
was made only of sufllclent width to iierinit 
the pa.sKige of pack horses.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

Tho unique political conditions now 
existing in this province call for treal- 
nieiit along lines very different to those 
tb.it liave lieen followed on any previous 
occasion. The government has an un- 
eeriaiu majority of one, only because 
Dr. .McICeehnic' persists in sitting and 
voting although an action is pending 
against him tor a iienalty for doing so, 
!iud although the Attorney-General has 
declined to advise the house that ho be- 
lieves him entitled to a seat. The go.-- 
crtiiuent so situated is aliout to pass a 
redistfibiition bill and will ask the Ijieii- 
teiiaiit-tioviaiKu- to allow them to appeal 
to the eonnlry ui)on it. Iteport has it 
that if they succeed in carrying redistri- 
luition tlioy will endeavor to liave the 
house proroi;ncd before any other busi- 
ness can lie transa<-u>d. 11 is said that 
when tills is done, Mr. Semlin will re- 
tire and Mr. Cotton will be called on to 
form a govfTument, which he will <lo 
and then appeal to the people. 

It is impossible that the Lieut ciia ril ■ 
Governor <'an remain passive wliile such 
a programnie is being carried out, and 
discharge his dnty as the constitutional 
custodian of the prerogatives ot the 
crown. In 189S Lientenant-Cioveriior 
Meliines undertook to nn-ni an inile- 
pi'iiilenl juilgiiient on the political situa- 
tion crca'.ed by the elections, ami to iict 
upon it. The conelusi(Ui, which he 
reached, was that neither of the parties 
in local politics had a majority of the 
nu-inberK-*dei't, and ho thereupon re- 
lieved ;*Ir. T'urner from offlce and scut 
for Mr. Beavcn. Tho right of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to form an independent 
judgniiMit on such a matter cannot be 
denied, but lie can (Uily exercise that 
right upon the condition that he shall 
fiiul a minister, who will accept the re- 
sponsibility. This responsibility Mr. 
Beaven accepted, but owing to liis in- 
ability to form a cabinet was not called 
upon to defend it. The responsibility 
then devolved upon Mr. Semlin, wlio has 
accepted it imt never defended it upon 
tiie grounds put forward by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in his correspondOneo 
with his dismissed ministry. Numerous 
precedents can be cited from the books 
sliowiug the right of a lieutenant-gover- 
nor to utilize all sources of information 
iieiiring on public affairs and form his 
own conclusions, but we need go no fur- 
ther tlian our own legislature and no 
furtlier back than last year.

It recognizes 
hotli length and special fitness of service, 
and lis author claims that Its provisions are 
so guarded that only the most deserving 
shall receive special recognition and In no 
case be the creatures of parsonal or poli- 
tical Intervention. The bill gives the Pres- 
ident control of the tenure of oftlce of 
heads of Stall departments, and he can 
by nnd with the advice and consent of the 
senate, make a new head of a department 
nt any time, wheii In his opinion the ap- 
poliitment would increase the efflcleney of 
the department, the ofBcer relieved being 
transferred to the retired list.

This machine was purchased the 
( Hy of Kvorett during the boom. They 
intended to put in a modem fire depart- 
ment with all the latest improved appar- 
atus, but when the boom was over it 
was found tliat the mnlntonniice of this 
<lopartmcnt was too e.\-ponsivc, and the 
cilv council decided to fall hack on tho 
volunteer system nnd soil their n» w ap-

Mr. A. G. Long, ngeut of the Cham- 
pion Mnnufacturins Company, of Chi- 
cago, from whom the engine was bought, 
undertook to soil it to Victoria for .fl.'JOO 
which togotlior with the duty and freight 
will bring tho ccst up tc .Sl,^). The 
cost of a similar engine direct from tho 
factory would be about ija.OOO, thus tho 
city will make n sub.stiintinl saving.

GREAT PROMISE OF LAItDEAi;. 

• Manager W. B. Pool of the \ettii> I-, 
mine at Ferguson (lyardean distriet)i 
aci ompiinied by John .1. Young, one of 
the directors, and A. II. rioldieh, the 
company's assayer, linve been at Trail 
for the last few days. Tliey broiiglit 
down to the smelter two sbipnients of -"iC 
tons each of the high-grade galena mid 
gray copper which is making the Lar- 
<leau district so famous as a producer of 
ridi ore. b'ifty tons of the ore from the 
iS'ettie E. gave returns at the smelter of 
over .91.")0 to the ton, being one of the 
richest shipments that luis ever been 
received nt Trail. The other "iD tons 
was only slightly under this figure. 
Mantiger Pool and the owners of the. 
Nettie L. naturally feel some pride in 
the returns from this sliipinent, which is 
tlie lirst on a largo scale tlmt the proii- 
erty has turned out, although a trial 
shipment of closely sorted ore last win- 
ter wont as high as .f4-10 to the ton. 
The ore carries silver, lend, copper and 
gold, running especially high iu the grey 
copper, which gives tho high silver 
values. Assays, from picked specimens 
of tho gray c-opper have run from 3,0uO 
to 5,000 ounces" silver to the ton. 
The Nettie L..has been working only 
' ''-a little over'a yeai','and consiiiering that 
the owners were comparatively poor 
men. who put their own resources into 
the' development of the mine, running 
things economically and throwing away 
no money on high-siilaried Officials or

ue congratulated on the results so fiir 
achieved. The property is a mile and 
a half from the town of Ferguson, 10 
miles from steamboat transportation at 
present, but on tho direct line of the 
projected railway through the Lardeau 
district, started last summer and ex- 
pected to bp finished within a year.

'J'be Moscow, owned tiy 
Uevelstoke and Calgary operators, is 
under developnuMit and will shortly joiu 
the list of .shippers. It carries a four- 
foot paystri'ak, ami being only seven 
miles from steamboat landing, over a 
good sl(>igh road, Mr. Pool is salistied it 
can ship at a i;ood profit, 

i'ou Kosshuiders may expect big sur- 
prises from the Lardeau ne.xt siiimiier," 
added Mr. Pool. " I have stayed with 
the camp since 1SII2, and I lu'ive been 
over every part of it. I am uot afraid 
to predict that some big fortunes will

The fourtli grave asseriion is that tho 
evidence before Commissioner Clute has 
proved that miners will perhaps do as 
much work in eight hourri as they former- 
ly did in ten. .N'o doubt it wnti proved 
lo Hie salisfaeiioii of the Western Fed-, 
oration; but merely to as.i5ert it has not 
proved it to the province nor to Mr, 
Clute either. The petitions of the own- 
ers ;it Rosslaiid and of the Slocaii, ivlio 
better know the facts from trial say the 
iiiiues will either liave to Hhut down or 
reduce wages under the law.

Is not this refreshingV It is in most 
shame-faced print declared tliat the 
Western Federation of Miners, whose 
president is Boyce that arch rebel to his 
own country, ie boss of the present B.C. 
government, and will spend the lost del 
lar they have in fordng legislation ir_ 
(his British colony that best suits their 
own ends and objects only. Is not this 
refresliingV It appears to us that any 
government of British Columbia, possess- 
ing the ordinary feeling ^ dignity and 
independence, would resent intimidations 
like that as they ought to be resented; 
but it remains to be seen how it will be 
accepted by the present administration.

Pember- 
ton, lliiiinclal aKcnt; AVIlllani .Mnnsle, mer- 
chant; and Clument E. Renouf, merchant;

liial'icr called "The Trastees," and tbclr 
a.'fsl^'iis, of the second part; 

Whereas, the Trustees iire de.slrou.s of 
forininj; a company (hurelinif tcr called and 
referred to ns "The Company") tor the 
purpose of acqnlrhif; and operating; the 
Victoria A: Sidney Railway and of extendluj,' 
the same into the business part ot the 
City ot Victoria, aud also If found neces- 
sary or expedient to extend the same to 
some conrcnleut harbor north of .Sidney; 
for the p'drposc of establishing and operiit- 
liiK a ferry system betifeen Sidney or t'ae 
ti-rniiniis of such extension on the Saanich 
I'onlusulu and some convenient point on 
the Mainland of British Columbia, south of 
the Fraser river and north ot the Interna- 
llonal boundary, ami also for the purpose 
of building, eaulpplug and operating a 
line of railway from such point as afore- 
said on Ibe mainland through the Munici- 
palities and Districts of Delta, Surrey, 
Liingley, Miits(]ul, Sumas and Chllllwack, 
to the lo\i-n of Chllllwack or CeutrevUle, In 
the Provl.'ice of British Columbia; 

And whereas, for 'he purposes nnd for 
the lienefU' of the Cumpaay the Trustees 
have requested tho Corporation to grant 
them certain rights, franchises, powers 
aud privileges and to subscribe for and be- 
come the holders of shares of tho capital 
stock of the Company to an amount not 
exceeding Qve hundred thousand dollars 
($500,000.00); 

Now" therefore this agreement, In con- 
sideration of the premises and of the cove- 
nants hereinafter contained on the part of 
each of the parties hereto to be done aud 
performed witnesseth as follows; 

1. The Trustees shall and will Immedtatc- 
iy on the assent of the electors of the said 
Corporation belnu obtained to u by-law 
authorizing the Corporation to subscribe

The Trustees hereby undertake and 
agree that the Company shall not in or by 
any special act of Incorporation which may 
be obtained in respect thereof, or other- 
wise, vary or cause lo be varied the pro- 
vision of section 111, sub-.seetlon .">, of the 
Itrltlsh Columbia Hallway Act. The share- 
holders of the Company (Including the Cor- 
poration) shall be entitled to one vote In 
respect of each and every share held by 
them In the Company. 

■1. Si) siKiu as the rualtcrs mentioned In 
the tlrst and .second pariigraplis hereof are 
carried out nnd the Company has acquired 
caiillal siifllelcnt for Its purposes, the Coiii- 
paiiy shall furthwlth acquire either by pur- 
chase, lease or otherwise, the properly ami 
assets of the Victoria .t Sidney Hallway 
Company, nnd shall proceed to construct 
a railway of standard gauge from some con- 
venient point as aforesaid on the Mainland 
ot British Columbia to the town of Chllll- 
wack or Centrevtlle by the route hereinbe- 
fore mentioned. 

5. The Corporation hereby gives and 
grants unto the said Company the right 
and power to pass over, across and along 
such streets und highways ot the Corpor-

GERMAN FRIENDSHIP. 

Emporor and His Miuinters Grieved That 
It Is Not Uwiprocatod by British 
People. 

Berlin, Feb. 20.— The foreign oUlce 
watches with some solicitude the grow- 
ing anti-German sentiment in Great 
Britain. The truth is that Germany, 
since tlip outbreak of the war in South 
Africa ha.s maiutuinod the (strictest neu- 
turality. No rcspon.sible Gorman Ktatcs- 
nian or olUcial has liitlierto expressed 
Attglopliobe sentiment. It may also be 
assured positively that Emperor William 
has on sm-eral occa.sions tspoken in a 
spirit of decided friendliness toward the 
British. True, tlio tiernian jiress is in- 
clined to bo anti-British, iis arc also tlie 
niaases of the people, but— the foreign 
oUico points out — this is a spontaneouK 
outburst for which the government can- 
not be held responsible. The foreign of- 
fice denies that there is any Justification 
for the statement in parliament ot JiroU- 
erick, the British' foreign undersecretary, 
particularly for the e^rtion that Ger- 
many harbors schemes against the inde- 
];)endcnce of the Netherlands.

Gloom nettled over the entire commu- 
nity— nut the h'loiMU o( defeat, or tlnit 
aftiicts craven lu'arts, but a (.-loom born 
of knowledge tliat N'ictoria homes had 
been plunged into nioi.irniiiK' through thu 
ioHs of loved- ones, by the severing of 
ties whicli would have lieen soaletl at the 
marriage altar had di'iUh been less 
cruel, by the cutting off in uianhood'.'i 
prime of the bravo souls who hu(L_re- 
sponded to tlie call of Queen and country. 

It was not that Victorians do not real- 
ize thiit hundreds are falling each 
day on the field of battle and that sor- 
row stalks in thousands of British homes; 
but they were made to feel in a personal 
way the horrors of war and the price of 
empire, by the news from Africa tolliuK 
of the losses In the Oimadian continKent.

was the exclamation of hundreds who 
had known the brave youiiK athlete, who 
was tlie pride of the younger element in 
Victoria. 

In iiuaierous shop windows were ex- 
hibited photographs of the four Victori- 
ans who were killed, tofjetlier with group 
photORrnplis of the lirst 'N'ii'toria con- 
tingent. Tliese were immediately sur- 
rounded by little knots of citizens who 
told one by one what he or she had 
known of those who had fallen or had 
been woutided. Bnt mostly the pictnret; 
of the dead heroes were viewed in si- 
lence, and not a few tears were dropped 
by those who had been corapanious of 
the sturdy, manly -Seott. now an occu- 
pant of a tranch among the dead on the 
bleak African veldt.

IN TOKEN OP EBSPBCT. 

Legislature Adjourns in Sympathy With 
Relatives of Heroic Dead. 

In the legislature the news from the 
distant bnttletiehi aroused strangely con- 
llicting emotions, which were not, how- 
ever, contradictory. The glorious . tid- 
ings of the advance of the British 
colors, the rumors that relief at lost had 
reached beleuBUercd I.iady8mith, and the 
reiterated report received by way of 
Berlin that Cronje and his troops had 
been surrounded and were practically at 
the mercy of the Queen's brigades natur- 
ally aroused the unbounded enthusmsm 
of all patriotic subjects of Her Maj<'Mty. 
it was, however, iin enthusiasm, 'hat 
found little demonstration, for jubilation 
was tinged with and subordinated by 
sadness and sympathy for those in Vic- 
toria and Vancouver who had given their 
young manhood to the making ot the 
nation's victories, and wiio.se deiiu havc^ 
found soldiers' burijil under the African 
stars. Never lieforc had the full mean- 
in/: of war been so sternly accentuated 
;ni(l brought home io British Colum- 
bians. Politics and the machinations of 
politicians were for the time forgotten 
ill mourning for the heroic dead whose 
lives must constitute the price of martial 
victory. 

The house having been formally 
opened with prayers by Rev. Dr. Camp- 
hell, 

Premier Semlin rose in his place and 
moved that the house at its risinK do 
stand adjourned " until 2 o'clock tij- 
niorrow." 

'I'lie motion was at once agreed to. 

'I'lieii, rising a second time amidst the 
impressive silenco of tiie house and 
crowded galleries, Hon. Mr. Senili" an- 
iiounccd the sad news to Victorians of 
the loss of four of their young citizens 
by death upon the battlefield, with five 
others wounded, in the following words: 

"Mr. Speaker," he said, "it is With 
very great regret that I ask leave to 
read n communication that I' have re- 
ceived from Mr. Ohriatie, manager of 
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just n <iuestiou whether this bouse 
should adjouwi out of respect to the 
memory of thtrio young men who gave 
their h'ves to the Empire. I make the 
suggestion without making the formal 
motion in order that 1 may hear from 
honortiljle gentlemen opposite." 

" Hear, hi'ur,' said a^ number of the 
uicinbers of tlie opposition. 

.Mr. Turner rose ns the Premier re 
Slimed his seat and said: 

" 1 am very glad that the leitder of 
the government has taken up this mut- 
ter, as it comes homo so seriously to us 
in this far distant part ot Her Majesty's 
doininious. I think, sir, that we might 
well move that tlie house adjourn until 
to-morrow out of respect to the memory 
of these men. I say this, sir, for this 
reason: It is true thot these men who 
went out to Africa from here and the 
rest ot the province gave their lives to 
the Empire— offered their lives for the 
Empire. In doing this they agreed to 
take all the risks, and tiiough in other 
provinces and other colonies, when such 
news as this is received, I do not think 
it is usual to adjourn the house if it 
happens to be in session at the time, and 
of course such a thing could not take 
idace, I imagine, in the Imperial parlia- 
ment; but 1 think, sir, we are altogether 
ill a different position. We are a com- 
paratively small family here in Victoria, 
a long way reinyved from the centre of 
the finipire, and tliis loss has been 
brought home to us very strongly. It 
seems only tlie other day that these men 
were going out in health and strength 
and liigh spirits to the war; and now. 
out of twenty-live who went from Vic- 
torlii, 10 l>or cent, nave licen rendered 
hors de combat, 20 per cent, of them 
being killed. Now, 1 ihinlc it is v-ery 
donlitful if any otuer porlioii ot lier 
Majesty's dominions has experienced so 
heavy a nroportioiiato loss. If this was 
a very large city, of course it would not 
be brought home to us so much, but we 
know these men, we know their rela- 
tives amongst us, and it has been bo iin- 
pressed on us bv the fact that this sud- 
den news has come of the sweeping 
away of nearly half ot the contingent 
that went from this city. 1 think, tak- 
ing that into consideration, sir, and out 
of respect to their memory, and out of 
respect to their families, it would be 
well if this house would adjourn until .i 
o'clock to-morrow, and I hope that the 
leader of the government will move that 
adjournment. I think, sir, we should 
tender to the relatives and friends of 
the deceased and of the wounded our 
sincere svmpathy for their losses, and 
for the .sacrilices that have been made 
by them. I trust, sir, that the leader of 
the government will move the adjourn- 
ment or that one of the honorable 
gentlemen sitting on the other side of 
the house will move tlie adjournment, 
aud I shall feel it my duty to second it." 
(Cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Semlin—" After what has 
passed, I beg to move that this house do 
now adjourn." 

The motion carried immediately, and 
the liouse rose at 2:25.

Tile patriotic: fund connnittee will 
hold a meeting at once to take into con- 
sideration the (iiiestion of extending 
relief — if any bo needed — to the relatives 
of those from Victoria who have fallen 
or been wounded in South Africa. All 
of the menibors of the Canadian contin- 
gent were insured for $1,000 by the Do- 
minion government. 

Special services commemorative of 
the death of Victoria's heroes In South 
.\frlca will be held in the various- city 
churches on Sunday next, when appro- 
priate musical and vocal programmes 
will be rendered. 

The drum-head memorial service to be 
held in the Drill hall on .Sunday after- 
noon is expected to be attended by an 
immense throng, and siiecinl arrange- 
ments will be made for the seating of 
the large audience. 

A movement is ou foot to raise a fund 
for the erection in Beacon Hill park or 
some otiier siiitsible place of a monument 
to the memory of those members of the 
Victoria contingent who have fallen, or 
who may fall, at the front. It is not 
anticipated that there will be any dilll- 
culty experienced in securing the neces- 
sary money, and it is believed that the 
idea will meet will immediate popular 
favor and be taken up heartily aud car- 
ried to consummation. 

Employees of the Colonist were par- 
ticularly grieved to hear of .Scott's 
death. They had seen " Billy " every 
(lay, worked with him and enjoyed the 
advantages of liis snniiy disposition. 
The fifty or more employees of tlie com- 
pany were cast into profound grief by 
the sad news, niadu> nil the more keen 
by the fact that one of their number 
had iu tlie death of the general favorite 
been sorely and particularly afUicted, 

At n special meeting of the Sons and 
Duughters of St. George held last even- 
ing, the following resolution wns passed: 
" We learn with deep regret of the 
death of .four of Victoria's brave sons, 
and desire to express our sorrow and 
heartfelt sympathy with their relatives, 
and trust that the knowledge that they 
died the noblest of deaths In. fighting for 
their country and Queen, nnd in defence 
of the rights of their fellow-eountrymen 
anil women will soften their grief, which 
is shared and felt by all the citizens of 
Victoria."

Terminal City Like Victoria Mourns the 

Most Popular Man in the 
Local Militia.

Vancouver, Feb. 21.— The sad news 
from the seat of war this morning, tell- 
ing of dead and wounded British Colum- 
bians, wns received with groat concern. 
Little businces was done, and little else 
was talked of. Flags were flying at 
hnlf-mast all over the city and a general 
air of mourning pervaded the business 
streets. Victoria had more reason to 
mourn than Vancouver as far as the 
number of fatalities was eoncorned, but 
among the Victoria dead wore two boys. 
Scott and Somers, well known and liked 
here. 

Private Jackson, the only man report- 
ed kille<l of the Vancouver quota, was 
a great favorite here, where he had 
resided for six years. He was among 
the first members to join the regiment 
here, and was siiid to be tlie most popu- 
lar man in the local militin. Here is 
Col. Worsiiop's tribute to liim: " He 
wns n splendid young fellow, with ready 
wit. nnd the life of his company. He 
was cheerful, elUcient in drill, attentive 
to duty nnd generous to a fault. Ic 
sl'ems right that lie should die the way 
he djd; he _would have wished it so. 
He wa8> of th'i^ro mould and seemed born 
to die the 'death , of '.^n- ' ibrttvo soldier, 
facing the .enemy with a -bullet through 
hia heart."
